INSTALLATION 

O F T H E 

Knights of the Garter. 

T H E Knights Commiffioners 
appoirtfed to inftall the eledt- 
ed Knights, together with 
the other Knights not named in the 
Commiffion, being compleatly robed 
in the Habit of the Order, meet at 
the great Chamber in the Dean of 
Windfors Apartments, where the 
feveral Officers of the Order attend 
in their proper Habits. ' 

B The 
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The Knights eledt cpme in their 
under Habits only, with their Caps 
and Feathers in their Hands. 

Such Knights as are not in the 
Commiffion, are firft conduced to 
the Chapel, preceded by the Poor 
Knights, Canons of Windfor , and 

Officers at Arms all in their proper 
Habits, who, on entering of the 
Choir, make their ufual Reverences 
of Bowing firft to the Altar, and 
then to the Sovereign’s-ftall, after 
which they are feated in their re- 
fpedtive Stalls. 

Then the Poor Knights, Canons, 
&c. return to the Dean’s Hall, from 
whence the Proceffion begins; thus. 

Poor Knights^ two and two. 

Canons , two and two. 

PurfuiantSy 
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- Purfulvants, two and two, ' ‘ 1 

Heralds , two and two. 

Kings at Arms, *- 

Regifter of the Garter (being Dean 
of Windfor) with Garter King at 
Arms on his Right-hand, and the 
Uflier of the Black-Rod on his left, 
in their crimfon Sattin-mantles. 

Then the Knights-Commijfioners in 
their Robes, and covered with their 
Caps and Feathers. 

Thus the Knights are con- 
duced into the North Ifle of the 
Chapel, where they all make a 
ftand, while the Knights eleC re- 
tire to their Seats placed behind the 
Altar, and the three Officers, Re- 
gifter, Garter, and Black Rod enter 
into the Chapter-houfe; and after 
them the Knights-commiffiioners who 
B 2 feat 
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feat themfelres at the Table accord- 
ing to their Seniority,. 

Then Garter prefents the Corn- 
million to the fenior Knight, who 
gives it to the Regifter to ready 
which, being done it is returned to 
him again; who re-delivers it to the 
Regifter to be entered. 

Garter is then fent to conduct the 
fenior. Knight ele£t to the Ghapter- 
houfe Door, where he is received by 
the Commiilioners, and in the fame 
manner the other Knights eled are 
conduced, one by one, according 
to their feniority. 

Garter then prefents the Com- 
iniflioners with the Surcoat, which 
is of crimfon Velvet, who inveft 
the fenior ele<ft Knight therewith, 

Regifter 
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Rfegifter at the fame Time reading 
this Admonition. 

“ Take this Robe of crimfon to 
li the Increafe of your Honour, 
“ and in token or lign of the Moft 
<c Noble Order you have received, 
<c wherewith you being defended, 
“ may be bold, not only tofight, 
<c but alfo to offer yourfelf to fhed 
cc your Blood, for Chriji'% Faith, the 
“ Liberties of the church, and the 

juft and neceflary Defence of them 
“ that are opprefled and needy. 

Then Garter prefents the crimfon 
velvet Girdle to the Commiftioners, 
who buckle it on Over the Surcoat. 

Then the Hanger and Sword, 
which they alfo gird on. 

The 
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The fame is repeated to ail! the 
Knights ele£t, according to their Se- 
niority. 

The Commiffioners then (leav- 
ing the Knights eledt in the Chiapter- 
hohfe) proceed to the Choir to offer 
up the Hatchments, viz. the Banne^ 
Swords, and Helmets of the deceafed 
Knights in the following Order ; 

The poor Knights, two and two, 
enter firft, making their ufual Re- 
verences, and proceed up as near as 
they can to the Rails of the Altar. 

The Canons follow two and two, 
making the like Reverences, and 
ffand below the poor Knights, ex- 
cepting two, who go tp the Altar in 

order to receive the Hatchments as

they .are offered. 

! Pur- 
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Purfuivants and Heralds at Arms 
tyvo and two, next enter, making 
their Reverences alfo, and place 
themfelves below the Canons. 

Garter, Regifter, and Black Rod, 
follow in the fame Manner, and 

Hand before their own Seat,

La The Knights Commif- 
iioners enter, and after making their 
Reverences, ftand under their Ban- 
ners, before their relpedtive Stalls. 

Garter King at Arms then ad- 
vances to the Middle of the Choir, 
where he makes his Reverences, and 
then repairs to the Hatchments of 
the deceafed Knights taking up the 
Banners, which he holds almoft 
roll’d up ; the two other Kings at 
Arms then meet, making their Re- 
verences*

verences, and pais down to the 
Knights Commiflioners, who there- 
on join, and receiving the Banners 
from Garter, making their Reve- 
rences, and being preceded by the 
two Kings at Arms, carry the fame 
to the Altar, where, kneeling down, 
they deliver them to the two Ca- 
nons, who place them upright on 
the South Side of the Altar, then 
the Commiflioners return to their 
former Station ; 

Then the two eldeft Heralds 
meet, and after the fame Manner 
conduct the Commiflioners who 
carry up the Sword, the Hilt being 
Upwards, which is offered in like 
Manner, and return as before. 

Lafilyi the two next Heralds alfo 
meet, and conduct the Commiflion- 
ers 
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few bearing the Helm and Creft 
which is likewife offered, and being 
returned to their former Station, the 
Proceffion is then made to and from 
the Chapter-houfe, conducting the 
Senior Knight eleCt to the Choir, 
walking between the two Commif* 
fioners with his Cap and Feathers in 
his Hand, Garter carrying before 
him the Mantle* Hood, great Coh 
lar and George , and the Book of 
the Statutes on a velvet Cufhion. 

Having entered the Choir, and 
made the ufual Reverences, he is 
then conduced into the Seat below 
his Stall, where he takes the follow- 
ing Oath, being adminiftered by the 
Register of the Garter. 

“ You being chofen to be one 
“ of the honourable Company of 
C ' “this 
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11 this inoft noble Order of the Gar- 
u ter, (hall promife and fwear by 
“ the holy Evangelifts, by you here 
^ touched, that wittingly and wil- 
“ lingly you fhall not break any Sta<- 
“ tute, of the faid Order, or any Ar- 
{c ticles in them contained, the fame 
u being agreeable, and not repugnant 
“ the laws of Almighty God, and 
i* the laws of this Realm, as far 
“ forth as to you belongeth and ap~ 
“ pertaineth, fo help you God and 
“ his holy word.” 

Then the Knight ele<£t enters his 
own Stall, the fenior Cornmiflioner 
going before him, and the junior 
Commiflioner following, , Register 
and Garter entering into the feat 
under it, where Garter prefents tji e 
mantle to the Commifliohers, who 
inveft the Knight ele& therewith,- 

Regifter 
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Regifter reading at the fame time 
the Admonition. 

“ Receive this Robe to the .in*- 
<c creafe of your Honour, and in 
“ token or fign of the moft noble 
11 Order you have received, where- 
‘ V with you being defended, may be 
bold; not only ftrong to fight, 
u but alfo to offer yourfelf to died 
“ your Blood, for Chrift’s Faith, 
the liberties of the Church, and 
u the juft and neceftary defence of 
‘‘ them that areoppreffed and needy. 

Garter then prefents the Hood to 
the Commiftioners who put it over 
the Knight’s right Shoulder, bringing 
the Tippits athwart his Breaft, and 
tucking them under his Girdle. 

The -great Collar and George is 

then 
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then pritfented which they fafien over 
the Mantle and Hood upoii *the 
Knight’s fhoulders, Regifter at the 
fame time reading the following Adi 
. monition. r - 5 ! ! 

(t Wear this Collar about thy 
Neck, adorned with the Im^ge 
“ of the blefled Martyr and Soldier 
“ of Chrift St. George ; by whole 
imitation provoked, thou mayft 
“ fo overpafs both profperous and 
({ adverfe encouhters, that haying . 
“ floutly vanquifhed thine Enemies, 

“ both of Body and Soul, thou 
u mayeft not only receive the praife 
. of this tranfient Combat, but be 
iC crowned with the Palm of eter-t 
** nal Vi&ory, . : 

Garter then prefents the ftatute 
Book, which the fenior Commifli- 


oner 
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oner H Olivers 1 t to > the ele& Knight, 
arid then placing the Cap and Fea- 
thers! on his Head, they feat him in 
his Stalls whereon the Officers of 
the Order retire, making their ufual 
Reverences, and ftand before their 
©\vn feat. The Knight being thus 
inftalled, he fifes up, and makes his 
Reverences, fifft to the Altar and 
then to the Sovereign’s Stall; the 
CbmmiHioners then embrace and 
congratulate him, after which they 
' defcend into the middle of the Choir, 
and make their Reverences and re- 
turn to their former Stations under 
their refpe&ive Banners, from whence 
the Proceflion is again made to the 
Chapter-houfe as before, conducing 
each Knight eleCt iingly, according to 
their Seniority into the Choir, where 
the fame' ceremony is again repeated,. 
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After all the Knights are inftalkd, 
the Commiffionefs then afcend their 
Stalls, which having done they make 
their ufual Reverences j then the 
Officers of the Order, Officers at 
Arms, Canons and Poor Knights, 
after having made their Reverences, 
retire to their refpe&ive feats, and 
Prayers begin as follows,

Next follows the Offering. 

The Poor Knights, and Officers 
at Arms range themfelves in their 
former Order, and make their ufual 
Reverences, then Garter riles from 
his feat, and repairs to the middle 
of the Choir and there makes his 
Reverences, from whence he comes 
before each Knight’s Stall and fum- 
mons them to defeend beginning 
with the Juniors and fo proceeding 
to the Seniors, who defeend, in pairs 
if companions, otherwife lingly, ,and 
then ftand under their refpedtive 
Banners; Garter again makes his 
Reverences and returns to his feat,

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‘ 'then die two Provincial Kings at 
Arms meet, make their Reverences, 

| , and repair to the fenior Knights if 

• Companions, otherwife to the feni- 
I or Knight alone, and conduct him 
to the Rail* of the Altar, where the 
Knight kneeling down offers Gold 
anpl Silver into the Baffin, which is 
held by the two Canons who offici- 
ate at the Altar. Then with the ufual 
Reverences he returns to his Stall. 
In like manner the two fenior He- 
ralds condud the next Knight, or 
Knights, if Companions, who alio 
make their Offerings and return; the 
fame is done by all the Knights ei- 
ther fingly or in pairs, after which 
the Officers at Arms make their 
Reverences in a Body, and (land in 
their former places; the Poor Knights 
allb return to their feats; then the 
Benedidion is read which concludes 
the Prayers. 

Garter then goes into the middle 
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of the Choir, and makes his Obei- 
fances, from whence he repairs before 
the Knights Stalls, beginning with the 
junior, fummoning them .to deicend, 
who after making their Reverences 
tome down, and meeting helow do 
the like again, and then retire under 
their Banners. The fame is repealed 
to and by all the Knights, ending 
with the fenior. 

From hence the Proceflion begins in 
the following Order. 

■ i. Marfhall men, two and two. 

2. Poor Knights, two and two, 

3. The King’s Houlhold Drums. 

4. Trumpets. 

5. Kettle Drums. 

6. Trumpets. 

7. Canons of Windfor, twoand two 

8. Purfuivants at Arms. 

9. Heralds at Arms, two and two. 

10. Kings at Arms. 

11. Garter, Regifter, and Black 
Rod. 
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12. Knights of the Garter ac- 
cording tp their feniority, the juniors 
going firft, having their Mantles or 
Trains fuppoited by the lining Boys 
of the Chapel. 

13. Laftly, a Detachment of -the 
Yeomen of the Guard dole the Pro- 
cdfion, whichismade from thechurch 
through the court to the King’s guard 
chamber, where a grand and magnifi- 
cent entertainment is prepared for the 
Knights, who are always accompa- 
nied with as great a Number of No- 
blemen and Gentlemen as can conve- 
niently fit at the Table; at the lower 
end of which is ere&ed a large 
Scaffod for the King’s band of Mu- 
fick. There is alfo another Scaffold 
ere&ed from one end of the Room 
to the other, which will contain le- 
veral hundreds^ for the Reception of 
Gentlemen and Ladies. 


Dinner being ferved up, at the 
fecond courfe, Garter, with all the 
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Officers at Arms following him, pro- 
ceeds from the lower end of the 
Room, to the place where the in- 
ftalled Knights fit, where he pro- 
nounces Largejfe , the junior Knight 
{landing up uncovered. He then pro- 
claims the Knight’s Style, or Titles, 
aloud, and then all the Officers ^f 
Arms together cry Largejfe. In the 
lame manner, Garter proclaims the 
Titles of all the new Knights, after 
which making their Obeiiances, they 
retire. 

In another of the King’s Apart- 
ments is appointed a very elegant 
Table for the Ladies, and at Night 
a very grand Ball concludes the 
whole.
